British Conservatives propose to put 
Britain’s wheat import trade on a quota 
basis. Under their plan, foreign grow- 
ers would be allowed to supply not more 
than ten per cent of the wheat imported 
into Britain, the Dominions supplying 
the balance.

WHY THE ALARM? 
So Premier Tolmie has cabled Pre- 


mier Bennett that there must be no 
monkeying with Canada’s constitution 
at the Imperial conference. This is the 
third Conservative provincial govern- 
ment to publicly warn the Conservative 
Premier of the Dominion that he must 
watch his step while he is in London. 

*What a moderately interested pub- 
lic might like to know at this juncture 
is what all the frantic signalling is 
about. The spectacle of three provin- 
cial premiers gesticulating wildly at the 
head of the federal cabinet is impressive 
in a way, but it seems to lack point when 
there is no apparent occasion for the 
demonstrations. 

Curiosity on that score will, how- 
ever, hardly grow into a state of genera! 
alarm. The Imperial conference could 
not do a thing to the constitution if it 
wanted to. All that august assemblage 
can do is pass resolutions; and the re- 
solutions will be as impotent as those of 
the three tailors of Tooley Street until 
they are ratified by the parliaments of 
whichever dominions happen to be con- 
cerned. 

There may be, as his political 
friends seem to suspect, some danger 
that Mn Bennett may lose his balance 
in the intoxicating atmosphere at Lon- 
don and go off on a tangent. That hard- 
ly seems likely. In any case it will be 
time enough to get excited when he 
comes home and tries to railroad a 
string of bolshevik propositions through 
the House of Commons. 


GIVE SOMEBODY A JOB 


Senator Robertson, federa] Minister 
of Labor, has issued an appeal to the 
householders of Canada to help in creat- 
ing work for idle men.

Thére are screens 
to be taken off and storm sash and 
doors to be put on. 

¢ And every householder bas in mind 
some 3 tg or repair work which 
he intends to do or have done some time, 
and which could be done now as well as 
next year. There is no better time for 
repairing fences and buildings and 
walks than the fall months, nor for put- 
ting on a needed coat of paint. ; 

And why leave all the interior var- 
nishing and painting and kalsominin 
and papering and floor-fi until 
spring, when men are rushed, the win- 
ter t, and the outdoor season at 
hand? Would it not be more sensible to 
have such work done in the fall and en- 
joy the improved conditions during the 
long evenings of winter? 

It is estimated that 200,000 men and 
women will face unemployment this 
winter in Canada. Probably one-quar- 
ter of that number could be kept fairly 
busy during the fall and early winter 
months if householders in a general way 
would give some one a day’s work doing 
chores which they ordinarily do them- 
selves, and would put in hand improve- 
ments and repairs which they have thus 
far deferred for no particular reason. 

It is to be hoped that the appeal of 
the Minister will meet with a very gen- 
eral response. If that should occur, the 
aggregate amount of extra employment 
thus made available will materially ease 
the situation, thousands of families will 
be helped, and as buying power is re- 
stored to those who have lost it the busi- 
ness conditions of the country will be 
stimulated.

Tt is no longer necessary for us té 
cat enough at one meal to last for 
several days. The average person 
eats three or four meals every day, 
but has a reasonable assurance that 
he can continue to do so for a long 
time in the future. If one were only 
going to eat one meal every two days 
it would be necessary to eat five or 
six thousand calories at a meal, but 
when one eats three or four meals 
a day, there is grave danger of over- 
eating on the high-calory, concen- 
trated, acid-forming foods. You may 
omly need about 2,500 calories a 
day when actually you will be eating 
4.000 or 5.000. When you are over- 
eating you are simply overworking 
your digestive and eliminative or- 
gans and a comparatively early 
breakdown is the result, and this 
danger can he avoided if you will 
make it a point to see that at least 
half of the foods you eat are com- 
paratively low incalories. These foods

IMPORTS FROM BRITAIN 

Maitoba Free Press: It is only 
necessary to look at the new rates 
of duties and at the value of last 
year’s imports from Great Britain 
to see that, once the goods ordered 
before September 16 are brought in 
under the olf duties. which must be 
done before the end of November. 
there will be a severe contraction of 
our imports from Great Britain, un- 
less the people of Canada are willing 
and able to pay from 25 to 50 per 
cent. more for British goods than 
they do at present 

The propriety of making these aa- 
vances prior to the meeting of the 
Imperial Conference was questioned 
by Mr. King; but as this matter of 
inter-Imperial trade is evidentls 
going to be discussed in the spirit of 
stark realism, this revelation of the 
spirit in which the Canadian tariff 
is to be made and administered 
whue tne Conservative party 1s in 
power probably makes a real con- 
tr: tion to the discussion. Mr. Ben- 
n has made it clear, in the most 
convincing manner, that there its 
to be no market in Canada for Brit- 
ish goods of any kind that Canadian 
manufacturers want to make them- 
selves; and when he asks for 
special consideration for Canadian 
interests by Great Britain the Brit- 
ish government will be free to be as 
plain in their speech as he has been 
in his actions. From the interchange 
of views which is bound to take 
place between Mr. Bennett and Mr. 
Stevens on the one hand. and Mr 
Snowden and Mr. Graham on the 
other. there is at least a possibility 
that the representatives of Canada 
will learn that in shutting out Brit- 
ich imports they are limiting at the 
same time the market for Canadian 
products in Great Britain.
